Department of Education, Distributions, Comprehensive Health Education -- It is the intent of the General Assembly that all funds appropriated from the
comprehensive health education fund adhereto theprovisionsof Section22-25-104(6), C.R.S.,andall relevant rulesand regul ationspromul gated by the State Board
of Education.

Department of Education, Public School Finance, Total Program -- The minimum state aid for FY 1995-96 is established at $74.99 per student.

Department is requested to report annually to the Joint Budget Committee on any variance from this enrollment count.

SECTION 2. Safety clause. The general assembly hereby finds, determines, and declaresthat thisact isnecessary for theimmediate preservation
of the public peace, health, and safety.
